Touching Letter to Her 

Husband.

Sedalia, Mo., Deo, 12.— Last Aug- 
ust Eliza Ebeliu left the house of 
her parents at Gibson station, I. T., 
and fled to Denison, Texas, where 
she married a telegraph operator 
named T. G. Small against the wish 
of her father.

A Dismissed Preacher Organizes a 
Church of Women and is Mobbed. 

The Kansas City Tirwi, of Des 
cember 14, gives a stiange account 
of the recent career of one J. A. 
Bedient. He claimed to bo a miuis> 
ter of the Congregational Church, 
and a few years ago he went to the 
village of Greenwood, about thirty 
miles South of Kansas City, in Mis- 
souri, where ho organized a church. 
He seemed to have considerable 
power as a speaker, but he prayed 
in the streets and stopped people on 
the sidewalks, and finally announced 
himself able to heal the sick and 
perform miracles as did Christ. 
These and other strange actions 
created scandal, and caused 
be dismissed and repudiated by the 
church. He continued, however, to 
Cast out devils, an 1 in a few weeks 
he organized praying bands, which 
were largely composed of excitable 
and unbalanced women. They call- 
ed their church "The Temple of 
God,'' and each member was obliged 
to make regular and open confes* 
sion of all sins committed. The re- 
suit was that in a short while start- 
ling and shameful crimes were res 
vealed, which caused the church to 
divide, and the preacher and his fes 
male adherents were driven out. The 
prophet then went to live with a 
widow and her daughter, who 
devout bolievers in his singular faith- 
Lady members of the praying band 
went to the bouse; wild meetings 
were held, and it is said that they 
frequently held midnight meetingi 
in the woods and graveyard near by, 
all of which excited the citizens to 
such a pilch that one night masked 
men entered the house and carried 
the preacher away by main force and 
hung him until he was nearly dead. 
The women were tied i.i couples, 
back to back, and were greatly 
frightened.

The New Cotton Picker. 

The Scientific American gives the 
following description of a machine 
for picking cotton, that has recently 
been patented: 

Richard A. Cutliff, Shreveport, 
La.— The process of picking cotton 
by hand is slow, tedious, and expe: 
sive, and machines for the purpose 
have failed ;o come into extensive 
use, and secondly their imperfect- 
operatio"; The patentee has, the: 
fore, devised a cheap but efficient 
means for facilitating hand picking, 
and the same consists of gloves or 
hand coverings, provided with fangs, 
l.ooks, or claws by which the cotton 
may be rapidly removed from the 
bobs. To tree the cotton from the 
fangs or claws a brush is provided, 
the same beins; attached to' the body 
of the picker in convenient position- 
to allow the gloved hands to be pass- 
ed across and in contact witu it. 
The cotton thus removed from the 
fangs by the brush rolls off aud falls 
into a bag oj basket, which is also 
J strapped to the body of the picker. 



A Nevada Cave. 



Some prospectors have recently 
discovered and are now exploring 
an extensive have in Prospect moun- 
tain. The mouth of the cave is sit^ 
uated on the south side of the moun- 
tain, and about two hundred rods 
south of the Prospect mountain tu: 

1, and consists of a small aperture 
the top of the ground. Through 
this aperture a man was lowered fass 
tened to a rope and found himself 
ill a large dome shaped chamber. In 
the floor of the chamber he discov- 
ered another opening leading do' 
ward further into the grouiid, but 
this hole was not at the time enter- 
ed. Subsequently a tunnel was run 
into the mountain from the sur/'ace 
which opened an entrance into the 
chamber which the man had entered, 
here a windlas was put up, and fur- 
ther exploration was begun. The 
man was lowered down for a dis- 
tance of 100 feet when he rested on 
a floor of a large cavern'j distant 
from the natural entrance of the 
cava at the surface about 100 feet. 
On the floor of this cavern was piled 
a bank of snow about eight feet in 
depth, and here was found the skulls 
and losies of coyotes and deer. 
Some of these bones, which are covs 
ered with mud wnich' had dried on 

hem, were brought to towii. There 
is a third aperture leading into the 
ground from the cavern, which wil 
be explored by the parties who dis 
covered and are working the cave 
There is possibiity that a mine may- 
be encountered in the explorations, 
as Prospect mountain is vei ;ed and 
dotted with mineral deposi 
if ore is found the parties who find 
it will have a ready made shaft to 
work with. — Eur'elia (Nev.) Senti- 
neli

He construes the decision i 
mean that no legal college met 
that Stale on the dsj appointed by 
the law, and hence no electoral vote 
was legally cast. He does not think 
that Congress can now count the 
vote for either the Tildeii or Hayes 
electors, or order a new election in 
that State. 

If " no legal college met in that 
State on the clay rppointed by law,'' 
it was because no such " legal col- 
lege " had been appointed. In that 
case, Mr. Tilden would be elected 
beyond cavil or dispute, he having 
the "majority of the whole number 
of the electors appointed," as require 
ed by the Constitution. In other 
words, the State of Florida either 
appointed an electoral college 
conformity with the requirements of 
the Constitution, or it did not. If 
no such "legal college" was appoint- 
ed, then the vote of Florida cannot 
be taken into the count, and the ma- 
jority required to elect would be one 
hundred and eighty.three instead of 
one hundred and, eighty-five. Mr. 
Tilden's undisputed electoral vote is 
one hundred and eighty-.four.

This renders the al- 
ready suffering condition of the 
poorer class in Atlanta much mori 
and many are forced to si 
and shiver with cold before an emp- 
ty grate because of the present 
enormous price of coal that does 
reach that city.

Cleveland, O., Dec. 30. — The 
fortunate train is known as the Pas 
cific Express, and consists of six 
coaches and two dining room cars, 
with the usual express and baggage 
cars and two engines. 

The relief train hence was two 
hours in reaching the scene, though 
drawn by two engines and the dis- 
tance is only thirty miles. 

Dave MoGuire, the engineer of 
the forward engine, relates that the 
train was running at a slow gait and 
just as they had fairly crossed the 
high bridge, which is not more than 
forty rods distant from the depot he 
felt a violent jar, and in an instant 
the coupling between the two er 
ginea and the whole train was pr< 
ipitated with the bridge iuto the 
ver below. 

McGure says his engine was pull- 
ed hack nearly to the end of the bro- 
ken span before the coupling sever- 
ed, and it acquired its forward mo- 
tion barely in time to save itself. 
The bridge over Ashtabula river was 
an iron truss bridge, and had been 
in use about eleven years. The 
span is about 100 feet wide, and 
through the span between flows the 
river, about four or five fei 
at this time thickly covered with 
ice. Into this space were the elev- 
en cars and one engine precipe 
itated, the fall of course break- 
ing through the ice covering, shivs 
ering the cars as if a magaziue of 
nitro glycerine had exploded beneath 
them. The seven passenger coachs 
altogether contained about 165 
adults, besides a number of children. 
In the drawing-room car which was 
bound for Cleveland were nine per- 
sons, all of whom are supposed to 
have perished by drowning or fire. 
In the two sleepers bound for Chi- 
cago there were thirty-five passen- 
gers, and most of these in the fors 
ward car are saved, with injuries 
mora or less severe. .Within a very 
few moments after the crash the 
flames burst out simultaneously fri 
nearly every car. The latest state- 
ment gives sixty wounded and one 
hundred killed. 
Wounded— T. C. Wright, Nash- 
.lle, about the back, can be moved. 
Walter Hayes, Lexington, Ky., 
slightly. 

Later.— There are 120 missing. 
The dead are disfigured beyond rec- 
ognition. All the cars are burned 
to cinders.

The Indian Storm Wave, 

While the public is still shudder- 
ing at the sickening disaster at the 
Brooklyn Theatre, it can better aps 
praciate the appalling event that 
happened near the mouths of the 
Ganges about a month ago. At the 
Brooklyn Theatre three hundred 
lives were lost by fire and suffoca- 
i, but in India the loss of life was 
r three hundred thousand. The 
The English papers contain fuller 
particulars of the swift aud terrible 
annihilation of almost the whole 
population of thickly peopled islands 
of delta formation at the mouths of 
the Bramahpootra, Ganges and 
Hooghly rivers are hot and un- 
■, hut fertile and yielding im- 
crops of rice, and supporting 
a population numbering some three 
hundred and fifty thousand. On 
the night ot October 31 st, while all 
the inhabitants were asleep, a storm- 
ware that had formed in the Indian 
ocean came sweeping over the coun 
try, like a wall of water twenty feet 

;h. The f 'agile structures which 
sheltered the sleeping inhabitants 
wept away like straws. No 
people escaped ezcept those who 
swept into tree-tops, and 
held on until the wave subsided. 
When the wave went hack to the 
sea, three hundred thmsaud corpses 
itrewed the ground, and the carcass- 
es of huge animals, lions and tigers, 
lay rolt'ag in the tropical sun. An 
exchange says the "cause of the dis~ 
aster, or its. course rather, is not yet 
fully nnde:s:ood. The destruction 
of Sliahababa^iore aud Hattiah 
came sweeping down the river from 
the north: that of the third island, 
Sundeep, and Ciiittagong came from 
the south. Th' ee theories offered in 
e :; planation ai e, first, that the storm- 
wave formed is the bay struck the 
shore near Chittagong, went north 
a ad then turned southward; second, 
that the wind blew back the waters 
of the Meglma, which rebounded 
with Au-y when the pressure relaxed: 
third, that there were two parallel 
storms, with a centre of calm bes 
tween them. It is only twelve years 
since a similar storm or cyclone de- 
stroyed 50,000 persons in the same 
region, yet a crowded populs tion 
Tves there, has lived there from lime 
immemorial, and nothing can be 
done to prevent these periodical ca- 
tastrophes." 

There is one mitigating reflection 
that altends a universal calamity 
like this. It is that the magnitude 
of the disas'er leaves so few sorr 
ing ones behind it. There are 
such heart-sickening scenes as those 
at the B:ooklyn morgue, white 
friends in ^ain wwe seeking to iden 
tify in the fragments of charred flesh 
the forms of ti.ose they had lovec 
The Indian storm-wave mingled fi 
thers, sons, mothers and daujrhtei 
in one mighty death. — Baltimoi 
Gazette.

KATE CLAXTON'S ErfOAPE. 

The Life of an Actress Saved by a 
Cool Head and a Thick Wool- 
en Petticoat. 

Miss Claxton, whose real name is 
Kate Elizabeth Cone, and whose fas 
ther, Col. Spencer W. Cone, a welb 
known New York journalist, lives in 
New Brunswick, N. J„ has given 
her family a much fuller account of 
perieuce in the Brooklyn 
tragedy than she gave tD any of the 

porters. It is about as follows: 

"When I saw how the flames had 
.tight almost every part of the 
scenery behind and around me, I 
made up my mind that it was my 
last hour on earth. Strange as it 
may seem, I felt no sense of fear, 
not eveu the nervousness that a 
slight thing would provoke under 
ordinary circumstances. I seemed 
to know that I had no hope of es- 
cape, but there flashed all through 
my mind the splendid lines: 

"Whether upon the scaffold high, 

Or in the ba. tie's van 
The noblest place for min to die 

Is where he dies for man. " 
It seemed that it was a small 
thing for one to die if many would 
be saved. So when I spoke to the 
le I felt that, my voice rang out 
as it never did before in my life, and 
that it was so clear and calm it must 
ontrolling power. 1 had, for 
one dear, brave woman close woman 
close down on the parquet te an> 
svvercd back to me cheerfully, "You 
are right, Miss Claxton,'' and sat 
down and helped stay the panic aud 
saved many lives. I am sure that 
woman is alive. Oh, I hope^she is. 
if she is I want to see her and know 
her, for her heart must be brave and 
true. While I was talking I took 
the precaution to tear off the ragged 
muslin sleeves from my dress, but 
quietly; they were perfect tinder. 
Under my Louise dress I had an ex- 
tra wouleu petticoat. 

"There never was a braver man 
on earth than Stud'ey. He stood by 
me cool and collected as the b( 
man of the six hundred, and kept 
the falling fire off Hie. When the 
flames swept down upon us and 
flight was imperative, and no good 
was to be done by staying, I g 
ered my petticoat firmly in each 
hand, and fought the fire from 
as I rushed through it. I stopped 
only once, and that was to seize 
poor Murdoch, and try to drag him 
off; but he was puiled away from 
me. Then I fought my way through 
with that woolen petticoat; it was 
my salvation. I either heard Maude 
Harrison in her robin and got her 
out, or met her at the door of it. 
Then I remembered the undei 
ground passage to the box office, am 
went for it, for the burning stage 
began to fall on us. The horror of 
the few minutes in that dark place — 
only wide enough for one to pass at 
a time — is indescribable. I km 
the door at the end was usually 
locked, and might be now; but the 
good Providence that directs ev 
the sparrow made a whim of mi 
the means of our escape. In the 
morning of that dreadful day, merely 
for fun, I had insisted upon having 
the door opened from the box office 
to this pass way unlocked, I went 
through it to my dressing room 
stead of going round to the stage 
door. The key was reluctantly giv<j 
en to my agent. Mr. Stanley Mc 
Kenna, with many injunctions to 
lock the door behind him. He prom- 
ised to do so, but dropped the key 
into his pocket instead- of putting it 
into the door on the inside, as he 
should have done. He said that hi- 
fingers were cold, and when he put 
them in his pockets he vowed he 
would. ' t take i hem out for all the 
k«ys in Brooklyn. Those cold fins 
gers, by God's mercy, saved all out- 
lives for after we had stumbled 
through that passage and vtp the

At th's 
time some of the neighbors rode up 
to the minister's house, when the 
young lady was taken from ber cap- 
tor and locked in a room 
from the possibility of his carrying 
out his threat to kill her. Bond had 
been riding all the night previous 
and had so jaded his horse that he 
requii ed another on which to make 
his escape. This he accomplished 
by deliberately shooting one of the 
horsemen, so wounding him that 
fell from his horse, which Bond 
mounted and rode to the residence 
ot Mr. Parsons, a few miles distance, 
and made a forcible exchange lor a 
fine grey animal on which he was 
seen riding westward toward the 
Mississippi river, making good his 
escape so far from all pu rsuers.

A FRIGHTFUL AUDIENCE. 

Almost a Terrible Disaster from the 
Passage ot" a Meteor. 

The St. Louis Globe says: On 
Thursday evening at 8:45 a magnifi- 
cent meteor, apparently as large as 
a flour barrel, passed nearly direct 
over Lewistou, Illinois, from west 
to a little northeast. It left behind 
it a luminous trail of fire over forty 
degrees in length, and occupied 
about a full minute in passing across 
the heavens.

Only the prompt action of si 
few cool men prevented a rush 
down the staitway that must have 
resulted in many flomen and chil- 
dren being crushed.

A Vicious Warning From Grant's 
Own Organ. 

Grant's own organ of the 2d inst., 
has an article whose tendency is to 
bulldoze the present house out ot 
any idea of attempting to elect Til- 
den, by threatening the members 
with the fact that they will be con- 
sidered as traitors in rebellion 
should they do so. It says : 

Should there be an -attempt to in- 
augurate Tilden elsewhere, nothing 
will be doue against this movement 
on the part of the Hayes govern- 
ment until Mr. Tilden attempts to 
infringe upon the rights of the nas 
tional authorities. The moment ho 
does this he becomes a traitor and 
will be arrested. It is not probable 
however, that the properly constitu- 
ted authorities would permit such a 
government to be formed even. The 
proper course for them in case the 
house attempts to elect Mr. Tilden 
after the Senate has announced 
Hayes, is to stop the proceedings of 
the house at once by arresting all 
the members participating in this 
revolutionary proceeding. The 
house in this attempt might have 
the necessary two thirds majority of 
states for a quorum. In fact, all tho 
members of Congress might be pres- 
ent, and yet it would not make the 
action of the house any the less rev- 
olutionary. Still, in the face of 
these facts the Democrats in the 
House, under the direction of M-v 
Hewitt, havo determined to elect 
Mr. Tilden at all hazards, if the 
Senate elects Mr. Hayes, and thus 
Mexicanize the country with a dual 
government. They might as well 
know the consequence of such a 
scheme now as when it is attempted. 
They will be promptly arrested and 
tried under the revised statutes, 
which ss^yS: " Any person who in- 
cites, sets on foot, assists, or ens 
gages in any rebellion or insurrec- 
tion against the authority of the 
United States or laws thereof, shall 
be punished by imprisonment of no 
more than ten years and a fine of 
not m ore than $10,000."

For instance, one manager from 
each precinct throughout the county, 
is entitled to one dollar per day for 
delivering the election returns from 
•espective precincts to the con- 
solidating board at this place; such 
nicf-iciip,ers get their orders from 
the Ordinary for the amount upon 
the County Treasurer, and then these 
■ders have to be signed up by the 
Commissioners before presentation 
to the Treasurer for payment. Some 
of the Commissioners live at a dis- 
tance in the country, and have to as- 
semble at this place before any bus- 
can be attended to; and at 
setting receive one dollar 
per day for their services, which is a 
lucrative business to them, but a 
heavy expense and poor consolation 
to the oppressed tax payers. 

A large number of our citizens, to- 
ither with two members of the 
board of Commissioners themselves, 
who are classed among our best cits 
i, consider the board as unnec- 
essary, and pronounce it a public 
nuisance, in which opinion we hear- 
tily coneur. It is an expense rather 
than a profit to the county, and 
should be abolished by the present 
session of the Legislature. This 
matter should receive the immediate 
and earnest attention of our present 
representative. By having the law 
creating this County Board of Corns 
sioners repealed, Col. Price 
Id save the tax payers of Lumps 
kin many a hard-earned dime.

In order to lessen the burden of 
our county taxes, which after all is 
felt mure severely than any other, 
being more than one hundred per 
cent on the State tax. I have been 
carefully devising a plan whereby a 
great saving of expense might be se- 
cured. If the duties of our Commis- 
sioner -of Roads and Revenues with 
the Ordinary, were enlarged some- 
what by organizing said Board into 
tribunal to try all misdemeanors 
without the intervention of a jury 
where parties would waive indicts 
ment, etc., it would greatly relieve 
our jail expenses, and lessen the 
burden of holding our Superior 
Court. The pay of the Board to be 
fixed by law, taxed in the bill of 
costs, and come out of the cases 
alone, and no insolvent costs chargs 
ed to the county in any event. One 
source of our impoverished condi- 
tion is the large debt the county now 
owes for insolvent co>ts. The coun- 
ty never realizes anything for £ 
and forfeitures, because whenevi 
fine is paid or money secured upon 
a forfeited bond, the amount is ims 
mediately applied to the payment of 
insolvent costs, which some retired 
officer has been holding ^for years- 
The costs in criminal cases; for offi- 
of court and solicitor general, 
should always be paid out of the 
cases and never be allowed to go 
against the county as is now the 
case. The Judges of the Superi 
Court should see that the costs i 
paid in every case, or the defends 
should work upon the roads of the 
county, or go to the chain gang. 
Our counties can never lessen their 
present rate of taxation, unless 
something of this kind is done. 

It will be time enough next ses- 
sion to repeal the law consolidating 
the offices of Tax Collector and Tax 
Receiver of our county, it it should 
I «e found prudent to do so. The 
present incumbent has the office for 
two years, and it cannot be changed 
during his term. My inclination is 
that we should have two officers. It 
divides the responsibilities, and di- 
vides the profits. If the present ar- 



Gov. Colquitt does not intimate 
he will appoint as Judge and 
Solicitor of the Blue Ridge Circuit. 
It is a lively race between the friends 
of Geo. N. Lester and J. II. Brown, 
as to which shall be Judge. The 
country would be safe with either. 
Should the Governor see proper to 
set these gentlemen aside and ap- 
point Col. Wier Boyd, or Judge Ses- 
sions of Marietta, the country would 
still be in no danger.

Judge Reese 
of Wilkes, who is one of the ablest, 
as well as economical legislators, 
and who generally opposes what 
known as "State Aid" tells me that 
in giving to a school like ours, it is 
not "State Aid," The Judge's idea 
doubt, was that it would be sim- 
ply appropriating money for the 
iblic defense.

His government will be firm 
He has quite a work before him ii 
inaugurating the military feature of 
our school. That he will succeed I 
have not the slightest doubt. If thi 
General Assembly will but add to 
what the general government has 
done, our College will soon rank 
among the highest and best institus 
tions of learning in the entire couns 
try. With but a little more aid we 
can make it entirely free to the young 
men and young women of the State, 
omitting the entrance fee— the only 
sum the students have ever been re- 
quired to pay. 

The press of office seekers has 
been unusually great this winter. 
The Governor has a small army ev- 
ery day to encounter, but soon the 
agony will be over. A few will be 
made happy and the great body of 
them will go home thinking that the 
country will go to rack and ruin be- 
cause they have not been appointed. 
It was always thus, but still the 
State movcii a'ong, and tries to do 
the best she can under the circurn 
stances.

Gov. Colquitt's Inaugural Address. 



Gentlemen of the Senate and House 

of Representatives: 

In accordance with the Constitas 

tion and laws of the State, I appear 

before you to take the oath of office 

Governor of Georgia for the ne 
four years. No edict of an autocrat 
convenes us in the hall to-day ; 
coercion — whether it comes from 
master, or the exigencies ot a facs 
tion, or the peril of the State — has 
forced us to assemble for this ceres 
mony. But, self-marshalled, we are 
here to witness the peaceful change 
of public administration; the dutiful 
and dignified surrender of power by 
one public servant and the assumps 
tion of official responsibility by ans 
other. 

The custom of my predecessors, 
i well as my deep sense of grati- 
tude to the people, demand from me 
a few words expressive of that grats 
itude and indicating, in general 
terms, the policy which the times 
seem to demand. 

The unprecedented majority which 
called me here overwhelms me with 
thankfulness. Language fails me in 
the attempt to give it adequate ex- 
pression. It shall be my effort to 
prove the depth of my gratitude by 
a complete devotion to the publ: 
interest committed to me, and by an 
unremitting care that neither the 
honor nor the welfare of this beloved 
Commonwealth shall suffer by the 
confidence you have reposed in 
as the servant of the State. The 
Executive Government of a free, 
great and prosperous Commonwealth 
like Georgia, with its million and a 
quarter of intelligent inhabitants, afs 
fords for the exercise of patriotic 
statesmanship, a sphere of honoras 
ble public service as exalted and 
comprehensive 
any man could desire. 



high and holy service, whilst I 
licit your counsels and co-operation, 
I shall reverently invoke the aid of 
Divine Providence to enable me to 
fulfill the solemn obligations which 
I am now to assume. 

The allusion to the large majority 
by which I was elected— the largest 
ever before given in the State on a 
similar occasion — has been made, 
not in any vain spirit of personal 
triumph, but to deduce from the 
magnitude of that majority two im. 
portant public lessons. It exhibited 
the intense and universal interest 
felt by the masses of our people in 
this State, in securing at the ballot- 
box, the victory of those who are 
contending for the liberty and rights 
of the citizen and the limitation of 
the Constitution. Never before 
Georgia has there been a more pro- 
found conception of the true princi- 
ples of Constitutional Government, 
more widesspread sensibility to 
the dangers threatening our free in- 
stitutions, or a more ardent or con- 
scientious sympathy with the friends 
of the Constitutional Union. This 
noble devotion of our people to a 
Republic of liberty and law, has 
pervaded til sections of the State 
and animated all classes^ of our pop- 
ulation. It has given such an exs 
pression of sincere confidence in the 
legitimate methods of fidelity to our 
constitutional convictions and tl.e 
constitutional modes of giving them 
utterance and effect. 

In the grand popular majority 
the recent gubernatorial election, 
to be read the overwhelming inters 
est that Georgians feel in the great 
issue now convulsing the country, 
and their determined purpose to 
keep in alignment with the patriotic 
illions of our Northern friends 
ho are seeking, by the peaceful ins 
strumentality of lawful suffrage, to 
esestablish good government under 
the undisputed supremacy of Jihe 
Federal Constitution. 

I but speak my own deep-felt sen- 
timent, and echo the'public voice of 
Georgia, when I say that in all the 
complications of national politics, 
now so replete with fevered interest, 
we stand in immovable "sympathy 
with the elected exponent of constis 
tutional liberty, retrenchment and 
reform. We will adhere to him and 
his co-laborers>ith the fidelity due 
to the champion of a righteous cause, 
in every patriotic endeavor they may 
make to secure the honest and un- 
mistakable will of a large majority 
of the American people, constitu- 
tionally expressed at the polh 

I refer with especial pleasure to 
the second lesson of our gratifying 
and unprecedented majority 
Gubernatorial contest, repeated no 
less decisively in the Presidential 
election in our State. 

As the benefits of local se'f gov- 
ernment have been experienced, and 
the baleful influence of malicious 
interference has been withdrawn, the 
colored people have recognized that 
our bome-iolks are their true friends 
and hence they have fraternized and 
acted with us politically.

been deprived. The advancement of 
the race in knowledge and in civilis 
zation has been, and shall continue 
to be, a special trust and solemn dus 
ty. Hence, cordial relations, so na- 
tural and so necessary both to them 
and the whites, are being rapidly 
and permanently established, and 
quiet and peace and sympathy be- 
tween the races pervade the entire 
State. 

The people of this entire country 
have but to look, and they cannot 
fail to see how .the more powerful 
race, when left to its own sense of 
right and policy, will treat the col- 
ored citizen; and how, when thus 
free to act, the races feel for each 
other a mutual interest, pursue a 
common course, and enjoy a recip- 
rocal prosperity. How wise were 
the fathers when they rested the 
Constitution upon the solid pillars of 
local sellsgovernment in the States! 
Georgia, gentlemen, is the home 
the ambition~*of i of all Georgians, of every race, color 



ture for weal or woe awaits us and 
our families, and the nobler feeling 
of our nature, as well as the hard 
mon sense of the self-intarest of 
all, demand the united political ac- 
tion of all. 

But to pass to other matters of 
domestic policy wherein all Geor> 
gians have a common and vital in* 
terest. Not only were constitution- 
al and political liberty talismanic 
of power in the late great 
contest, but retrenchment and res 
form shone conspicuously on all the 
banners that heralded the victory of 
the friends of constitutional liberty 
at the polls. The eyes of all Ameri- 
cans look with confidence to the 
great reformer just elected Presis 
dent, to reform the National Admin- 
istration. 

Let us, gentlemen, look at home, 
and whilst my own immediate pred-* 
and your individual prede- 
cessors, have not been unmindful of 
their duty, let us remember that 
times have changed, and values of 
all kinds have sunk and are still 
sinking. We must further retrench 
e must reform yet more. It is 
our imperative duty to lighten tho 
public burdens. Twenty years ago 
the taxable property in Georgia was 
five hundred millions of dol- 
lars. To-day it is only two hundred 
and fifty millions. Then the taxas 
ticn was only a ha'-f million — to-day- 
it is a million and a quarter. With 
less than half the property, we have 
nearly three times the taxation. 
With property thus depreciated and 
continuing to depreciate as it h38 
done for the last two or three y«ar* 
it is clear that our revenues will dis 
minish in the same proportion, and 
our income will not meet our oblis 
gations. These obligations, gentle- 
men, are sacred. The interest on 
our debt, now about eleven millions, 
must and will be paid, and our cred- 
it at any and every sacrifice must be 
maintained. The current expeni 
of the State government must 
promptly met. Our charitable in- 
stitutions must bo kept up. In this 
exigency, we are driven to the alter- 
natives — retrenchment or increased 
taxation. The latter must be avoid- 
ed, if possible. I invite your earn- 
est attention to the former, and- now 
that in all mtthods which 
spirit and wisdom may devise 
for saving the people from increased 
burdens, I will most cordially co- 
operate with you. Let us not wait 
for grand occasions or for instances 
of prodigious waste in which to bes 
gin ourjreforming economy. If we 
cannot save large sums, let us see to 
it that the smallest leaks, which are 
wasting the public treasury, if there 
be such, shall be stopped. In such 
an industrial death and financial 
pressure as we are now experiencing, 
a system embracing small economies 
not to be despised or neglected. 
Rigidly honest expenditure in the 
public administration, State policy 
demands. But, besides, this a mor- 
al effort will be secured by it which 
will be of incalculable benefit While 
we give the whole financial world 
the fullest guarantee of our solvent 
cy by such a policy, we, at the same 
time place before every household in 
the State an example worthy of all 
imitation. We rebuke by this ex- 
ample, a wasteful and ostentatious 
expenditure among our people, 
which as surely wrecks the substance 
and prosperity of the home as it d-j* 
stroys the more imposing structure 
called the public credit. The couns 
es an 3 municipalities of the State 
ill catch the inspiration, and w» 
will again see the day when official 
probity will be the universal rule, 
and taxation never draw another 
do'lar from the producers' pocket to 
be wasted or misappropriated.

Counting the Electoral Vote- 

After days and weeks of unremits 
ting labor on the part of the Com- 
mittee, and a great deal of anxiety 
and suspense on the part of the peos 
pie, a seemingly satisfactory mode of 
counting the electoral vote has been 
arrived at. The first section gives 
the modus operandi of the business 
in a nut shell: 

Be it enacted, etc., That the Sen. 
ate and House of Representatives 
shall meet in the hall of the House 
of Representatives at the hour of 
one o'clock, past meridian, on the 
first Thursday in February, A. D., 
1877, and the President of the Sens 
ate shall be there as presiding offi- 
cer. Two tellers shall be previously 
appointed on the part of the Senate 
and two on the part of the House of 
Representatives, to whom shall be 
handed , as they are opened by the 
President of the Senate, all the cers 
tificates and papers purporting to be 
certificates of electoral votes, which 
certificates and papers shall be open- 
ed, presented and acted upon in als 
phabetical order of the States begin- 
ning with the letter A; and said tel- 
lers having then read the same in 
the presence and hearing of the two 
houses, shall make a list of the votes 
as they shall appear from said cer. 
tificates; and the votes having been 
ascertained and counted as in this 
act provided, the result of the same 
shall be delivered to the President 
of the Senate, who shall thereupon 
announce the state of the vo> e and 
the names of the persons, if any, 
elected, which announcement shall 
be deemed a sufficient declaration of 
the persons elected President and 
Vice-President of the United States, 
and who, together with a list of the 
rotes, shall be entered on the jours 
nals of the two houses.

Proctor Knott and some other prom- 
inent Democrats are strongly oppos- 
ed to any tribunal which recognizes 
the right of anybody but the Con- 
gress to settle the whole question. 
The extreme Republicans, on the 
hand, will object to it for the 
same reason that a trickster objects 
to playing with any but marked 
cards, because they do not wish to 
play anything but a sure game.
